NEW YORK, March 14.—The_ unfortu- 
mates who invested $450,000 in the Interna- 
tional Zinc Co. vainly continue their efforts 
to secure from Dr. John Grant Lyman, 
member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
some explanation of the unexpected situ- 
ation in which they find themselves. 

For the sum of $650,000 in cash they have 
purchased an equity in a mine worth, per- 
haps 321,000, but as they have a floating debt 
of $58,200, they are not only ‘“‘wiped out,” 
it appears, but they owe $37,200 in addi- 
tion. 

Their anger was increased when they | 
learned from an inside source how their 
money had been used, and how the firm of'} 
Joshua Brown & Cc., the brokers who 
floated the zinc stock, had taken a profit of 
$34,250 from the sale of the mine company 
and then pocketed $248,500 profit on the sale 
of the stock to the stockholders, 

Dr. Lyman it is understood, halved the 
profits with Joshua Brown & Co., receiving 
$124,500 immediately, in addition to the 
profits that came to him‘as the backer of 
the firm.

try. Judging from the standard of public 
service the Harrisons can be said to begin 
with the signer or the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, Benjamin Harrison, who was 
born in 1740. President William Henry Har- 
rison, his voungest son, was but a child of 
afew years when the first gun of the 
American revolution was fired. Benjamin 
Harrison, the last, was a grandson of’ old 
‘Tippecanoe,’ and thus three. lives of this 
family covered a period of 161 years. 

It is a noteworthy thing that, in the es- 
timation of the people, Gen. Harrison be- 
came a greater man after he left the presi- 
dency—that is, he expanded as a statesman. 


His utterances in the state .campaign of 
1894 really astonished the Republicans of 
Indiana, for the ex-President seemed to 


have taken on a new breadth of statesman- 
ship. and not only a keener perception of 
political issues but a far more terse and 
striking manner of expressing his views. 
For two years after he left the White 
House he was somewhat out of the pubiic 
eye. 

But the panic of 1893 was so keenly felt in 
Indiana ,that the Republicans persuaded 
Gen. Harrison that it was his duty to make 
a series of speeches in the following tam- 
paign to restore prosperity by turning sen- 
timent towards the Republican party. It 
was with some reluctance that he consent- 
ed, and the state committee arranged sev- 
eral long tours for him towards the close 
of the 1894 campaign. 

It°'was the most thorough tour ever un- 
dertaken by a speaker in the state, and 
covered many more points than were em- 
braced in Col. Roosevelt's tomr last year, 
which was also q memorable one. 

After Gen. Harrison was married to Mrs. 
Mary Dimmick, the niece of his first wife, 


in New York, he became much more so0- 
clable and took a keener relish in the so- 


cial affairs of Indianapolis. Hts bride had 
been with the first Mrs. Harrison at the 
White House frequently. While not a 
beautiful woman, she had many personal 
charms and has been an excellent help- 
meet to the general in his old age. With- 
in a couple of years after their marriage 
a little girl. Elizabeth, came to bless their 
union, and the general took a fonder in- 
terest in this child than would a young 
husband of 21. 


Previous to his marriage to Mrs. Dim- 
mick the general's closest friend in In- 
dianapolis was Dan M. Ransdall, now ser- 
geant-at-arms of the United States 5en- 
ate, who secured his position largely 
through the influence of Gen. 
with the Senators. Mr. Ransdall and Gen. 
Harrison were together in the Atlanta 
with the senators. Mr. Ransdall lost an 
arm, and they were ever afterwards com- 
panions. Mr. Ransdall served as marsha! 
of the District of Columbia while eh he

was President, and was best man at 
ex-President’'s second marriage. He was 
about the only real confidant the austere 


ex-President had in recent years. 

Gen. Harrison has been a presiding 
elder of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Indianapolis, and always a faithful at- 
tendant at the Thursday night prayer meet- 
ing. He has been fond of the pastor, the 
Rev. M. L. Haines, and on trips the ex- 
President made after leaving Washington 
Mr. Haines accompanied him. Mrs. Har- 
rison, on coming to Indianapolis, at once 
went to the front as a social leader, and 
frequently she and her husband were seen 
at the prominent club gatherings, the dra- 
matic club plays, and big dancing parties.

Beveral days ago. 

The British commander has throughout 
been anxious to Zrant the Boers more lib- 
eral terms than the imperial authorities at 
home cared to sanction. 

The feeling of confidence that terms of 
eace with the Loers will be arranged is 
ncreased. 

The argument which is heard among 
them is based upon the natural inference 
that Delarey and De Wet can suddie upon 
Botha the resno nsibility for initiating the 
peace movement. 

The only honor which remains for the 
Boer generals who have resisted the re- 
sources of the British empire for eighteen 
months, is that of holding out in the last 
ditch and being drawn with reluctance into 
peace negotiations De Wet and 
can now have the distinction of being f: 
ful to the end and vielding to an appeal 
from Botha to abandon the hopeless con- 
flict. 

Military men are convinced that the Boer 
conference will be held this week, 
if De Wet be over the Vaal, as is 
now probable and that the Boer leaders 
will begin by protesting against surrender 
and end by accepting the terms offered 
by Lord Kitchener and Sir Alfred Milner 
after holding Botha accountable for the 
final collapse of their cause. President 
Styen remains in arms, but the transvaal 
Dutch, in the person of Botha, have sig- 
nated for truce, and their allies from the 
Orange Free State are no longer in posi- 
tion to insist upon fighting in the last 
ditch to the bitter end.

NO FEAR OF A DEFICIT. 
Gov. Dockery sees a deficit in state revenue ahead, the re- 
cently enacted franchise tax law being, in his opinion, of little 
relative worth as a revenue producer. 

The value of the franchise tax law will be determined by 
the State Beard of Equalization. If the board ascertains and 
assesses the franchise values there will be no deficit. The 
revenue will be ample. In fact there will probably be a hand- 
gome surplus. The Governor's fears are idle. 

A clear presentation of the matter is found in the statement 
of the Equal Taxation Committee before the Board of Equal- 
ization in 1898 contained in the proceedings of that year. Since 
that time the proceedings have not been published, but there 
has been little or no steam railways and the 
figures are approximately correct at present.
